Paris, April 2.—‘‘No Asiatic nation 
could be happy in a league of na- 
tions in which sharp racial discrim- 
ination is maintained,” Baron 
Makino, head of the Japanese dele- 
gation to the peace conference, de- 
clared in a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press today on the position 
of Japan. 

“We are not too proud to fight, =f 
the baron said, “but we are too 
proud to accept a place of admitted 
inferiority in dealing with one or 
more associate nations. We want 
nothing but simple justice.” 

Japan is glad to join a league of 


_mnations to maintain peace and or- 


der, the baron added. 

Japan does not wish, he con- 
tinued, to force her laborers as im- 
migrants on any associate countries 
and recognizes that this question 
is one for each nation to deal with 


itself. 


Japan feels that it is entitled to 
a frank and open administration by 
the allies, that the principle of equity 
and justice is a fundamental tenet 
of the league of nations, the baron 
continued. Japan sees difficulties 
in the way of a permanent and suc- 
cessful operation of the league, the 
baron asserted, unless the contract- 
ing parties enter it with mutual re- 
spect. 

Statement for Japan. 

Baron Makino’s statement follows: 

“You ask me for a plain and 
frank statement of the position of 
Japan. Well, I am tempted to ask 
you a question in reply. 

“Do you think it possible for me 
to say anything that will not be 
wilfully distorted and misinterpret- 
ed by those who have so long and 
so persistently sought to clog the 
efforts of my country, to ascribe 
to her motives she has never had 
and to malign her at every.turn? 

“As to the United States, Japan 
has a very sincere, abiding and af- 
feetionate regard. We owe to her 


our place in the world, that is to 


say, the civilized world. Perhaps, 
1 should not altogether agree to 
that phrase because, you know and 
every one should know, that Japan 
has enjoyed a civilization all her 
own for many ages. It was a civ- 
jlization born of the highest sense 


of honor, of the sense which the 


west could not understand nor ap- 
preciate because we had lived pean 


* as a hermit nation. 


“When through the expedition of 
Commodore Perry and the efforts 
of Townsend Harris (first American 
consul general to Japan) we joined, 
if I may say. s0, the league of na- 
tions of the world, we took qa new 
ambition, which was to interpret the 
civilization of the western nations 
which we had studied and recog- 
nized as better, although not all 
were more honorable than our own. 


Forced Into First League. 


“You will note here that America 
was the first country to agree to 
make a treaty with us abolishing 
extra-territoriality. You must re- 
member that we did not ask to join 
this first league of nations. We 
were ferced to do so. Perry came 
to us with naval power and forces to 
cumpel us to open Japan to intere 
course with the western world. 

“We yielded and I am giad, as is 
all Japan, that we did yield, because 
it has been of great benefit to our 
country. 

“And now we are asked a second 
time to join a league of nations. 
But how? As equals? If so, we are 
ready. We want to consider with 
the greatest care the interests of all

As their final and concerted act 
before being mustered out of serv- 
ice, the Emory unit on Wednesday 
presented Dr. E. C. Davis, their 
former commander, with a handsome 
silver loving cup, in token of the 
esteem in which he is held by the 
officers and enlisted personnel of 
his qualities of leadership and his 
interest in the welfare of the mem-

Dr. Davis responded with feeling 
in & few appropriate and touching 
words. The gift came to him asa 
surprise. Shortly after he knew the 
presentation was to take place, he 


was being hastened out to Camp 
Gordon in an automobile sent to 
Atlanta by his old command to bring 
him to camp. 


In spite of the fact that the Emory 
unit will be a civilian body before 
the Seventeenth engineers arrive in 
their home city, the majority of 
them will take part in the official 
celebration of the engineers.

Commission Points Out 
That City Has Increased 
Water Rates, and Says 
Company’s Request Is 
Not Unusual.

Gainesville Is Also Af- 
fected by Increase, as 
Well as City of Atlanta, 
East Point and Other 
Suburbs. 


SS oe the order of:-the state 
railroad commission, issued Wed- 
nesday, allpwing the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company to in- 
crease its street car fare rates in 
Atlanta, East Point and Gainesville, 
Ga., from 5 cents to 6 cents, H. M. 
Atkinson, chairman of the board of 
directors of the company, stated that 
the company will comply with all the 
provisions of the order of the com- 
mission, and will put the new rates. 
in effect on April 14, 1919, as directed 
by the commission. | 

The company welcomes an official 
appraisal and audit by the railroad 
commission, Mr. Atkinson states, and 
will pay the 60 per cent of the cost 
as suggested by the commission. 

The commission's decision, which 
was unanimous, provides that this 
agreement shall be filed on or before 
12 o’clock noon, April 9. In its 
resume of the case the commission 
points out that it is without power 
to compel the company to allow an 
opposing party access to its records 
and books. 


COMPANY ASKED 
TO PAY 60 PER CENT. | 

After filing such an agreement, 
the commission sets out, if the city 
of Atlanta shall file with the com- 
mission an ordinance or agreement 
by the mayor and'council to pay 40 
percent of the total cost of the ap- 
praisal and audit, as called for by 
the commission, the commisison will, 
as soon as possible, secure the serv- 
ices of expert engineers and ac- 
countants to do the necessary work 
under its exclusive supervision and 
direction. 

And the commission adds further 
that, after the completion of the 
work and a reasonable time to inter- 
ested parties for examination and 
study, the commission will assign a. 
date fora formal hearing upon which

CARPET-BAGGERS 
SENT INTO SOUTH 


To Organize Negro La- 
bor, President Kirb y 
Tells Lumbermen — He 
Charges Agents Are 
Sent by Government and 
Fears Trouble. 


New Orleans, April 2.—“The de- 
partment of labor at Washington is 
sending black and white emissaries 
to organize the labor of the south, 
and these men are carpet-baggers, 
in a sense, just as were those who 
came south after the war to at- 
tempt to place the negro above the 
white man,” John UH. Kirby, of 
Houston, Texas, president of the Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, told a mass meeting of 
southern pine lumber manufacturers 
here today. Mr. Kirby's address was 
apart from a regular conference of 
pine lumbermen he called here to 
discuss problems of readjusting 
prices in conformity with the pro- 
gram of the department of com- 
merce. 

Rights of States ClipPed-Away. 

Mr. Kirby said the labor situation, 
as developed under “centralized 
powers” assumed by the labor de- 
partment, issa violation of the rights 
of states to handle matters at issue 
between employers and employees. 

“We've had at Washington for sev- 
eral years a president and adminis- 
tration, democratic in name at 
least,” he said, “and yet steadily 
we have seen our rights as states 
clipped away and assumed by fed- 
eral powers. 

“Those envoys of the department 
of labor, no matter what the badges 
they wear or the documents they 
carry, have no more right to enter 
your plants than have the veriest 
strangers; for the tenth amendment 
to the federal constitution is spe- 
cific, and is in full force today, as 
when it was passed to reinforce 
clarity of the original document.” 

Declaring that the problem of 
negro labor in the south is not 
first an industrial one, but a racia) 
one, Mr. Kirby said, “the disturb- 
ance of conditions of negro labor 
cannot be tolerated without fiercest 
opposition.” 

fe Barred Negro Agents. 

He said when he was asked by 
the department of labor to advise 
with their representatives relative 
to conditions in his section, he ex- 
pressed his willingness to advise 
with the white ggents of the de- 
partment. 

“But,” he said, ‘‘when-it became 
a question of going into conference 
with the black official handling the 
colored economics I declined.” 

“In the south we tell negroes what 
to do; we do not take counsel with 
them,” he declared. 

Mr. Kirby concluded by saying 
he has only the best wishes for ne- 
gro labor and that the south does 
not wish in any way to restrict the 
negro'’s advancement or prevent him 
from going anywhere to sell his 
labor if he can do sé to better ad- 
vantarze. He does object, however, 
he said, to the efforts or propagan- 
da that “is seé@éking to cause indus- 
trial strife in the south by officially 
operating proselyting for the Fed- 
eration of Labor.” 

“The matter,” he asserted, 
reached a sad state when the labor 
board orders an election or referen- 
dum in a southern community to 
determine what wages a town 
should pay its fire department.”

Meanwhile the presidential 
proclamation and the prohibition 
amendment to the constitution de- 
prived local option, which was the 
issue on the ballot, of its impor- 
tance, except as allowing an ex- 
pression of sentiment. Had the 
amendment carried Chicago saloons 
would have been compelled to close 
May I, next.

He Asserts the Spread of 
Bolshevism Is Forcing 
Patched Up Peace, and 
That France and Small 
Nations Will Suffer. 
Little Hope of Real 
League of Nations. 


Paris, April 4.—(Special Cable to 
The Constitution.)—The league of 
nations has been practically shelved 
because of recent developments and 
all chance of a real settlement of 
European problems seems at an end. 
A desperate effort is being made to 
get together a patched-up peace 
within the next ten days, which 
shall at Jeast put an end to unrest 
and economic paralysis in the world. 

The collapse of the league of na- 
tions is the result of the panic fol- 
lowing the arrival of the Bolshevistsa 
at Budapest. Having had no policy 
towards Bolshevism, the Paris con- 
ference suddenly awoke from its 
dreams of reordering the world toa 
realization of the fact that two- 
thirds of the population of Furope 
would not in any case subscribe to 
the league of nations, and that the 
league of nations, if it were to he 
anything, would have to be an alll- 
ance against Bolshevism, an alliance 
which called for active operations. 

Germany Becomes Defiant. 

In this situation the Paris con- 
ference, which for three months had 
concentrated most of its attention 
upon the draft of the covenant of 
the league of nations, was suddenly 
informed that Germany would sign 
no treaty which recognized the right 
of the small nationalities to exist- 
ence at her expense, and that unless 
the allies prepared to enforce their 
demands upon German and ‘Bolshe- 
vist alike, the doctrines thémséives 
had no value and no weight. 

In the panic which resulted, the 
conference at Paris gave up the just 
decision that the Poles should have 
Dantzig and an outlet on the Baltic. 
By this course it doomed the Poles 
to a choice between the Germans 
and the Bolshevists, and put an end 
forever to Polish hopes of real fn- 
dependence. The conference had

The signers of the proclamation 
are all men of influence in Korea. 
They include Buddhist leaders, liter- 
ary men and leaders in the Presby- 
terian, Methodist, Episcopal and 
Roman Catholic churches. ; 

The Japanese searched persons on 
the street the night the proclama- 
tion was first distributed, including 

some Americans, in an effort to find 
and seize all copies of it. 


Rioting occurred in Seul, when 
the proclamation was distribuséd on 
March 1. Mr. McClatchy, who re- 


turned from the Orient oh the 
steamer Sinyo, brought a translation 
which was forwarded by messenger 
to the Associated Press bureau at

Nong Chang Tyung Hi, whose 
name heads the list, is head of a 
new Korean sect, known. as the 
“Chung-Do-Kyu” or “nature cult.” 
His followers are reputed to num- 
ber hundreds of thousands.

The Kerean Declaration. 
The text of the declaration fol- 


lows: 

“We herewith proclaim the inde- 
pendence of Kvrea and the lib 
erty of the Korean people. We tell 
it to the world in witness of the 
equality of all nations and we pass 
it on to our posterity as their in- 
herent right. 

“We make this proclamation hav- 
ing back of us 5,000 years of his- 
tory and 20,000,000 of a united, loyal 
people.

of the city. The police claim they 
are unable legally to prevent gam- 
ing clubs from operating as long 
as the weak membership regula- 
tions are observed. It is a fact, 
however, that the nolice cannot stop 
games in the public streets. A few 
weeks ago it was common for the 
police to make eight or ten ar- 
rests daily, but this form of gam- 
bling has increased by leaps and 
bounds until certain streets are 
lined with tables edge to edge.

Investigation proves that the 
weapon had not been used in some 
time. Almost $2,000 in checks and 
money was found in the dead man’s 
pockets. 

The shooting took place shortly 
after 9 o’clock. The shots attracted 
the attention of almost every one 
in the hotel. Soon scores of persons 
were attracted to the scene of the 
killing. According to Mra. J. C. An- 
drews, one of the first to reach the 
side of the wounded man, Mills, in 
a voice weakened by the loss of 
blood, made the following asatate- 
ment: “I have the right kind of

CITY TO FIGHT 
INCREASE. 

That the question of increased 


street car fare rates is now only in 
its infancy was the opinion of J. L. 
McCord, chairman of the citizens’ 
committee acting for the city of At- 
lanta. Following a conference held 


however, 


and denied by the company. The 
commission held that it was not a 
judicial body and was not qualified 
to judge of the validity of the ordi- 
nances, and therefore it refused to 
assume jurisdiction in this case. 

It was then that the company ap- 
plied to Judge George lL. Bell, of 
the Fulton superior court, for a 
writ of mandamus directing the com- 
mission to assume jurisdiction over 
its rates, claiming that the ordi- 
nances and ec»ntracts in question 
were not val’ g¢ Judge Bell held that 
the contracts ~* ere valid, denied the 
writ, and the company appealed the 
case to the supreme court of Geor- 
gia, which held that the contracts 
were not valid and ordered the com- 
mission to assume jurisdiction. 

This the commission did, and al- 
lowed an increase of one cent per 
ride. It is generally conceded that 
the only methods that can he em- 
ploved bv the city of Atlanta to 
prevent the companv’s collecting the 
increase rates will be to follow the 
procedure the city took in the case 
of the increased rate allowed for 
electric lights and power. This will] 
be an injunction suit in the Fulton 
superior court. 

Decision in Faull, 


The decision of the commission in 
full, is as follows: 

Decision of Commission. 

IN RE: Appligation of Georgia Railway ana 
Power Company for increased fares on its 
street railway lines, and for increased 
rates for electric current for light, power 
and other purposes. 

Upon consideration of the record tn the 
above stated application, including the de- 
cision of the supreme court, on appeal ijn 
the mandamus proceedings brought by the 
company and the mandamus issued hy the 
Hon. George L. Bell, judge of the superior 
court of Friton county; and also an opinion 
this date adonted by the commission contain- 
ing its findings of facts and conclusions 
therein with re spect to the issnes involved, 
which said opinion is hereby referred to and 
made a part thereof, the commission hereby 
amends its order dated August 4, 1918, by 
adding thereto after Schedule 9, the follow- 
ing rate schedule, together with the condi- 
tions and limitations provided herein: 

Schedule P—Street Car Fares. 

The Georgia Railway and Power company 
is hereby authorized to charge and collect 
as its maximum passenger fare the sum of 
six (6) cents per passenger, where a five- 
cent (5) fare is now charged, for one con- 
tinuous ride on its passenger cars over and 
on its lines of railway, or any zone thereof, 
as now prescribed: exc ‘ept such fares as are 
fixed by the contracts between the company 
and the cities of Decatur and College Park, 
which shall rematn as so fixed. Provided, 
that the Georgia Railway and 
Power company shall put on sale and sell, 
at its offices and with its conductors books 
of tickets, containing 17 coupons, each 
good for one ride and transfer if desired, at 
the price of one ($1.00) dollar per book. 

Ordered further, that no change shall be 
made in ‘the existing rules and practices of 


said company as to the granting of trans- 
fers or the transportation of infant children. 


Ordered further, That the effective date 
of this amendment to the commission’s or- 
der dated August 14, 1018, shall be April 


14, 1919, provided the company shall on or 
before 12 o'clock noon, April 9, 
with this commission a duly authorized and 
executed agreement or stipulation to pay as 
called for by the commission sixty (60) per 
cent of the total cost of any appraisal of 
its properties and audit of its books, which 
may be ordered and directed by the commis- 
sion under any agreement or understanding

With this view of the limitations on its 
jurisdiction over street car fares, the com- 
mission declined to issue any order rela- 
tive to such, but announced the follow- 
ing conclusion: 

Conclusion on Fares. 

“This commission believes that applicant 
is entitled to an increase in its street 
car fares, and that a six-cent fare would 
be reasonable and just, so long as existing 
abnormal war conditions prevail, and the 
justice of granting such increases by 
amendment to existing contracts and ordi- 
nances, is earnestly urged upon the coun- 
cilmanic authorities of Atlanta, Decatur 
and College Park, with the assurance on 
the part of this commission that simulta- 
neously with the effective date of such 
amendment, similar provisions will be made 
by it as to fares in territory not included 
in the municipalities mentioned. The com- 
mission does not recomnmend any charge for 
transfers.’’ 

Following this declination by the com- 
mission to prescribe an increased street 
car fare, because of its opinion that it was 
without power to do so in view of the 
existence of the contracts and ordinances 
mentioned, the applicant company applied 
to the Hon. George L. Bell, one of the 
pudges of the superior court, for a writ 
of mandamus directing the commission to 
assume jurisdiction over its rates in the 
cities of Atlanta, Decatur and College Park, 
notwithstanding said ordinances and con- 
tracts, which it alleged were not valid, and 
beyond the power of spid municipalities to 
enact or make. This Commission, with the 
city of Atlanta, vigorously opposed the 
issuance of the writ of mandamus and the 
court declined so to do. Thereupon the 
company filed a bil of exceptions carrying 
the matter to the supreme court. 

Decision of Court. 
On March 26, 1919, the commission was 


served with a certified copy of the decision 
of the supreme court, the head notes of 
which are as follows: 

“By the Court: 

‘1, Under the proviso contained in the 
fifth section of the act approved August 
23, 1907, now embodied in the civil code, 
section 2662, the railread commission of 
this state was without authority to exer- 


cise the powers conferred and extended by | 


that act, so as to determine or fix fares 


upon lines of street railroads within the | 


limits of any town or city between which 
and the street railroad company operating 
such lines there was a valid, subsisting 
contract, at the time of the passage of this 
act. 

‘‘(a) There was such a contract between 
the city of College Park and the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, and between 
that company and the city of Decatur as 
to one line running.from Decatur to At- 
lanta. 

‘*(b) But as between the cities of Atianta 


and Kast Point and the Georgia Railway | 


and Power company there was no such con- 
tract. 

‘“‘(c) But there was a contract covering 
the subject of transfers, which provided that 
upon payment of one full fare a transfer 
should be given; and the railroad commis- 


sion was without jurisdiction to deal with | 


the matter of transfers. 


“2. A grant of power to a municipal cor- | 
poration must be strictly construed; and | 


such a corporation can exercise no powers 
except those which are expressly given, or 


/ are necessarily implied from express grants 
| of other powers.

Applying this princi- 
ciple to the facts contained in the record, 
the city of Atlanta was without authority 
to pass an ordinance fixing the rates of 
fare upon the lines of the street railroad 
company, which it had constructed within 
the limits of the municipality,.and any at- 
tempt by the municipality to pass such 
ordinances was nugatory. 


‘3. In the absence of a valid, subsist- 
ing contract and ordinance upon the sub- 
ject of fares, it was the duty of the rail- 


road commission, upon application by the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, a 


street railroad company, to fix and deter- | 
mine the rates of fare upon the lines of | 
the street railroad in the city, in accord. | 
| ancé with the law defining the powers and | 


duties of the commission.’’ 


The commission was also served with a— 


writ of mandamus issued by the Hon. George | 
L. Bell, judge of the superior court of Ful- | 


ton county, in material part as follows: 
‘‘And it is further considered, 


gia Railway and Power company and to that 
end the writ of mandamus is hereby grant- 
ed requiring the said commission to take 
the jurisdiction therein as is directed and 
required in the opinion of the supreme 
court rendered in the above stated case.”’ 

On March 24, there was filed with the 
commission a petition from the city of At- 
lanta concluding as follows: 


‘Wherefore the city of Atlanta formally 
requests (in the event the commission con- 


siders the petition for an increase in strect 
car fares) that an expert inventory, ap- 
praisal and audit, as hereinbefore suggested, 
be had, not only for the purpose of pass- 
ing on street car fares, but also upon elec- 
tric lights, power and gas rates; and also

and adjudged, that, except as covered by | 
the contracts between the Gecrgin Railway | 


and Power company and the cities of Deca- | 
tur and College Park, it is the duty of the | 
said railroad commission to fix the fares

After investigation, after hearing from 
every one who desired to be heard in the 
matter and consideration of all the evidence 


offered at this hearing, the commission 
solemnly expressed fits judgment that a 6- 


cent fare, under then existing conditions, was 


reasonable and just. 

It appears to us as now our duty to fix 
this rate by formal order. 

The commission does not believe that it 
should at this time re-open the entire ap- 
plication including electric light and power 
rates and gas rates already promulgated and 
in effect, and while the litigation in re- 
gard thereto instituted by the city of At- 
lanta is pending in the supreme court upon 
an appeal from a judgment of the superior 
court declining to restrain their going into 
effect, and that in the meantime no pres- 
ent relief should be granted the company 
where the commission has solemnly declared 


prevented from granting it because of cer- 
tain obstacles supposed to be in ‘thee way, 
but now set aside, 

In considering the petition of the city. to 
reopen this entire application, the commis- 
sion has given careful inquiry to the sug- 
gestion that conditions have materially 
changed since August, 1918, but has found 
no reason or cause to belleve that they 
have improved to such an extent as to af- 
fect our former opinion. 

Our conclusions were based on actual re- 
sults of the company’s operations for 1917 
and upon estimates for 1918 based upon six 
months operations—1917 was probably the 
best year in the power company’s history. 

Since the commission’s decision in August, 
1918, the pay rolis of the company have 
been largely increased under the award 
made by the war labor board, with numer- 
ous increases and adjustments yet to be 


made, 
An examination of the pay rolls of the 


company for the last full month available,

Since 
the company’s first organization down to 
date it has had occasion to frequently make 
exhaustive inquiries into every phase of its 
business and its operations, the character 
and extent of its properties, their develop- 
ment_and uses, its capitalization and actual 
values, and the financial results of its op- 
Notwithstanding this, under uor- 
mal conditions, an inventory and appraisal 
of the company's properties and an expert 
audit and analysis of its revenues and ex- 
penses would be desirable, if not a duty. 

‘Such a course at this time, in view of 
the commission’s comparative familiarity 
withéthe petitioner’s business and properties, 
and tbecanse of the time necessary and the 
large expense which would be incurred, does 
not seem justified.’ 

The city of Atlanta now asks an ap- 


praisal, and offers to bear such portion of 


the expense as the commission may deem | 


proper. It also asks for an audit of the 
companys’ business—both to be made by ex- 
perts chosen and appointed by the commis- 
sion. 

The re Res believes, as was stated in 
its opinion, that, under normal conditions, 
an appraisal was desirable. It now willing- 
ly avails itself of the offer of the city to 
bear part of the expense.

GUY. ALLEN AGAIN HITS 
GROWERS OF COTTON 


Topeka, Kas., April 2.—In reply 
to a telegram from J. S. Wanna- 
maker, chairman of the South Caro- 
lina Cotton association, requesting 
a further statement on his position 
regarding the effort to reduce the 
acreage of cotton in the south, Gov- 
ernor Henry J. Allen, in a telegram 
tonight told Mr. Wannamaker that 
he believed the proposal was in vio- 
lation of federal trade commission 
orders. The governor stated that 


| the question at issue “seems to rest 
| upon the right of any group of men 
|to form a combination for the re- 
straint of production.” 


He cited 
two practices which the federal 
trade commission has condemned. 
One forbids the “entering into an 
agreement or understanding or pool 
by competitors to maintain priftes or 
allot business.” The other forbids 
“agreement among competitors to 
limit output.” 

“It strikes me,” the governor’s 
telegram says, “that you gentlemen 
must be rather sure of your im- 
munity from prosecution in attempt- 
ing to run so contrary to a declared 
public policy. Having read an entire 
set of circulars which the cotton re- 
duction propaganda has issued for 
the purpose of insuring a small acre- 
age of cotton. 

“IT am constrained to believe that 
it is more a movement in the in- 
terest of those engaged in specula- 
tion of the product than in the 
growing therof. The question at is- 
sue seems to be whether any class 
of business men having purchased 
a widely needed commodity on the 
market with the expectation that it 
would go higher, should be allowed 
to recoup their losses by stifling 
production. Your own declaration 
before the South Carolina legisla- 
ture... . that you expected a crit- 
ical shortage of cotton before the 
1919 crop becomes available makes 
it perfectly apparent that you rec- 
ognize that the present cotton con- 
dition is not going to continue and 
that a situation which inevitably 
will become critical you hope to 
make even more critical by creat- 
ing a condition in which there will 
not be enough cotton to meet the 
world’s demand. 

“I am receiving letters and-tele- 
grams from many of vour own peo- 
ple informing me that this move- 
ment is in the interest of specula- 
tors and not of the cotton growers. 
If governmental action is necces- 
sary to stabilize the price of cotton 
daring the period of industrial and 
economic readjustment, I will be 
glad to assist in the consideration 
of such a plan, out I cannot bring 
myself to approve, in the face of 
the great need of the world, 2 re- 
fon om of the necessary commcdi- 
ties,”

Baker and Major General Crowder as 
exponents of a “Prussianized mili- 
tary system.” 

Senator Chamberlain's speech, in 
the main, was devoted to a criticism 
of the present court-martial sys- 
tem and he said while he has “no 
quarrel with President Wilson” he 
intends to keep up his “‘quarrel with 
the war department as long as in- 
efficiency continues there.” 

Senator Chamberlain referred .ts 
a speech he made last year in New 
York criticising the war department, 
which he said, President Wilson de- 
clared was a “distortion of the 
truth.’’ 

“What I said then was true,” he 
asserted, ‘“‘and while President Wil- 
son was not responsible, the war de- 
partment did not function as it 
should.” 

He said he will fight the present 
court-martial system until it is 
changed for the better, but admit- 
ted, however, that Secretary Baker 
recently made efforts toward that 
end. 

Senator Chamberlain concluded by 
expressing himself in favor of the 
league of nations covenant, provided 
certain changes are made relating to 
the Monroe doctrine, racial questions 
and immigration.
